Gentlemen , 


I  have  the  honovir  to  submit  to  you  my  forty-fourth  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Mortality  of  your  District  during  the  year  1956. 

POPULATION 


The  estimated ■ population  (as  supplied  by  the  County  Council)  of 
the  District  is  10,6' 0  as  compared  with  10,710  for  last  year.  The 
preliminary  population  taken  at  the  Census  in  1951  was  10,962. 

AREA 


The  district  extends  over  an  area  of  7,655  acres,  and  is 
situated  on  the  borders  of  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  at  a  height 
ranging  from  about  440  to  1,550  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  climate  is  somewhat  damp,  but  bracing. 

The  chief  industries  include  the  manufacture  of  cotton  and 
woollen  goods,  leather  tanning,  iron  turning  and  founding,  oil  and 
fat  refining  and  dyeing  and  finishing.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  District  in  1956  was  153,  6l  males 
and  72  females,  which  is  equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  14 *4  pei'  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population. 

The  number  of  births  was  139,  60  males  and  79  females,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  birth  rate  of  13.1* 

There  were  6  still  births,  3  males  and  3  females,  giving  a  rate 
per  1,000  total  (Live  and  Still)  births  of  41. 

The  deaths  for  the  year  exceeded  the  births  by  14,  and  the 
death  rate  exceeded  the  birth  rate  by  1.3-  The  mean  death  rate  for 
the  past  five  years  was  0.3  above  the  mean  birth  rate. 

For  1955  the  death  rate  was  13.6  and  the  birth  rate  12.6  and 
the  averages  for  the  past  five  years  were  -  death  rate  14.6  and 
birth  rate  14.3. 

From  'ohese  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  death  rate  is  0.6 
above  the  previous  year  and  0.2  below  the  average  for  the  past  five 
years,  and  the  birth  rate  0.3  above  the  previous  year  and  i;,2  below 
the  average.

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INFANT  DEATHS 


There  has  been  one  death  under  one  year  of  age,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  7  pe^'  1,000  live  births,  against  2 
deaths  and  a  rate  of  15  for  1955. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  is  below 
the  previous  year  and  29  below  the  average. 

It  is  again  most  pleasing  to  report  that  the  above  rate  of  7 
per  IjOOOlive  births  for  1956  constitutes  a  further  nev7  low  record 
for  Infant  Deaths. 

There  has  been  one  death  under  4  weeks  of  age,  which  is 
equivalent  to  a  death  rate  of  7  per  1,000  live  births,  against 
”no  deaths"  for  1955.

One  point  again  worthy  of  comment  is  the  fact  that  1956  was 
the  tenth  year  in  succession  in  which  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
notified.  The  last  case  cccurred  in  April  1946  and  the  last  death 
from  this  disease  occurred  in  December  1945.  Such  a  long  spell 
vathout  the  occurrence  of  a  case  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  value 
of  Diphtheria  immunisation.  In  order  to  maintain  this  record,  it  is 
essential  that  parents  should  continue  to  have  their  children 
immunised .

One  case  occurred  which  was  removed  to  hospital.  There  were  no 
deaths. 

TUBERCULOSIS 


There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year,  and  no 
deaths  in  1955. 

There  were  12  notifications,  7  of  which  were  new  additions  to 
the  register  and  5  duplicate  notifications  which  were  chiefly 
notifications  of  admission  and  discharge  of  patients  at  Sanatoria. 

Of  the  7  new  additions  to  the  register  5  were  ^’transf ers-in”  from 
other  Districts.  The  occupations  of  the  new  cases  were  as  follows 
Railway  Operative  1,  Housewife  1,  Scholars  2,  Metal  Turner  1,  Cotton 
Operative  1  and  Machinist  1. 

The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1952  no  longer 
require  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  keep  a  register  of  tuberculosis 
notifications,  but  the  Minister  of  Health  urges  that  registers  should 
continue  to  be  kept.  A  register  is  tiierefore  maintained  of  all  cases 
notified  and  a  quarterly  statement  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  showing  all  admissions  to  and  removals  from  the 
register  and  the  cause  of  such  removals. 

The  number  of  Tuberculous  persons  in  the  District  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  was  57  -  43  Pulmonary  and  14  non-Pulmonary 1  7  Cases  have 

been  added  to  the  register,  all  Pulmonary.  3  Cases  -  2  Pulmonary  and 
1  non-Pulmonary  have  been  removed  from  the  register,  leaving  a  total 
of  6l  at  the  end  of  the  year  -  46  Pulmonary  and  13  non-Pulmonary. 

Of  the  3  cases  removed  from  the  register,  1  has  removed  out  of  the 
district,  and  2  have  died  from  other  causes. 

The  body  of  the  Report  contains  details  of  the  work  of  the 
department  during  the  year  and  the  report  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  sets  out  details  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
district . 

In  concluding  this  Report  I  should  like  to  acknowledge  the

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Kearns  through  illness,  I  liave  pleasure 
in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1956,  in  accordance  with  Article  27  of  the 
Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  Dondon)  Regulations  1935.  Comment  is 
made  on  several  aspects  of  the  work,  and  fuller  details  have  been 
included  in  your  report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
a  copy  of  which  is  attached  to  this  report. 

HOUSING  ACT  1936,  PARTS  II  AND  III. 

HOUSING  REPAIRS  AND  RENTS  ACT  1954 . 

As  a  result  of  a  survey  made  in  1955,  16B  houses  were  found  to 
be  unfit  for  human  hablGatj.on  within  the  meaning  of  Section  9  of  the 
Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act  1954,  and  suitable  for  action  under 
Section  11  or  25  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 

During  the  year  59  of  the  l6S  houses  were  repaired  and  made 
reasonably  fit  for  occupation,  leaving  109  houses  still  to  be  dealt 
with . 


The  109  houses  still  remaining  on  the  list  are  rmde  up  as 
follows  -  Occupied  Houses  6?;  Empty,  demolished  or  partly  demolished 
35;  Used  for  other  purposes  ?.

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


The  payment  of  grants  of  half  the  cost  of  Closet  Conversions 
up  to  a  maximum  of  £10  has  been  continued,  and  grants  have  been 
made  in  respect  of  the  conversion  of  3  Pail  Closets  and  15  Waste 
Water  Closets  to  the  Fresh  Water  System. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  tvro  licensed  Slaughterhouses  in  the  District  and  these 
have  functioned  satisfactorily.  The  inspection  of  nK)at  is  being 
undertaken  by  Mr.  T.  T.  Boardman,  Public  Health  Inspector  to  V^/hitworth 
U.D.C.  The  details  as  to  animals  slaughtered  and  condemned  food  will 
be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  1955 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  made  under  the  above  Act  came 
into  force  on  1st  January  1956.  During  the  year  most  of  the  Food 
Shops  and  premises  were  inspected  and  improvements  carried  out.  The 
number  of  Food  premises  in  the  district  is  as  follows  ~  Food  Shops 
122;  Bakehouses,  Cafes  and  Public  Houses  64.
